Carter A-Power Stand Held Eased

LONDON, May lo (WP:.—Early 
in his administration President 
Carter gave up his effort to get 
“instant termination” of West 
Germany's $5-billion nuclear 
power deal with Brazil, a high 
U.S. official said yesterday. 

The decision was Teached after 
Mr. Carter's first two weeks in 
office, the official said. “No one 
now expects the Germans to back 
down,” he added. 

Another official said that the 
dispute over the West Ger- 
man-Brazilian deal had “pretty 
well played itself out" before the 
economic summit meeting that 
ended here Sunday nizht. At the 
conference, both officials saia, 
Mr. Carter had merely βουσί, 
successfully, to start a study that 
might lead to international con- 
trol of such facllities. 

Ths administration now hopcs 
that the West German-Brazilian 
facility “can be diverted to an 
international framework" in cc- 
cordance with some future plan 
that might come out of the study. 

The West German-Brazilian 
eal appears to be recognized as 
a fait accompli Ome official 
pointed out that it “is a protract- 
ed long-term plan over a number 
of years,” and that “it could be 
subject” to whatever international 
controjs might arise out of the 
summit agreement. 

Tension’s Spread 

The US. opposition to the deal 
had raised difficult problems with 
Brazil and added to a tension 
with West Germany that also 
Spread to economic issues. 

Meanwhile, it was clear from

James Jones, 55, Author of Best Sellers 


_ SOUTHAMPTON, N.Y. May 10 
‘CNYT).—James Jones, 55. author 
of “From Here to Eternity” and 
other best-selling novels, died last 
hight i1 a Southampton hospital 
‘where he had been a heart patient 
since May 1. Sefore that date 
he had been recuperating at home 
after being hospitalized in Jan- 
uary. 


“I write about war.” James 
Jones said in lus middle rears. 
“because it’s the only metier I've 
ever had." 

The author. who bored as a 
welterweight in the Arme and in 
Golden Gloves tournaments, 
reached the top of the postwar 
Iterary scene with the pubica~ 
tien of “From Here to Eternity” 
in 1951. One of its memorable 
characters, Prewit. used his fists 
τὸ rise above the ordinary in non- 
deseript uniform. 

“From Here to Eternitr” won 
the National Book Award for fic-

tion. ἃ feat Mr. Jones never again 
achieved. His success continued 
financially and so did his reputa- 
tion as an author who could 
command advances and attention 
as a celebrity from Paris to Long 
Island. He kept turning out 
books while living as ἃ public 
figure. 

His first novel is usually rank- 
ed with the handful of World 
War IJ books that. in the cur- 
rent phrase. told it like tt was. 
A mistaken belief exists that it 
was a “war” novel when, in fact, 
lt was a prewar novel. 

The great strength of “From 
Here to Eternity” was that it 
revealed what life was like in 
the “regulars,” the Army that 
existed at the end of the Depres- 
sion as a refugee for the jobless, 
the misfits and the adventurers, 
commanded by officers waiting to 
ke promoted quickly in the next 
war, The novel ended with the 
attack on Pearl Harbor.

Jones imew firsthand. Born the 
son of 2 dentist in Robinson, Tl, 
he finished his education with 
high school and enlisted in the 
Amy, in his military service 
from 1939 to 1944. he became a 
sergeant and received a Purple 
Heart. 

Not Jong after Joining the 
Army, which be Jater said he 
disliked but which provided him 
with continuing material for 
books, he read Thomas Wolfe's 
“Look Homeward, Angel” _ 

‘The young man in that novel 
reminded him of himself and his 
own small-town background. Air 
Jones began writing in the Army. 
Making up for his lack of higher 
education, he studied at the Uni- 
versity of Hawali in 1942 and 
at New York University in 1945. 

Even so, he later said: “I'm 
no intellectual, I'm no intellectual 
radical, But I've always been a 
rebeL A writer should be every- 
thing, He should be able to be 
everybody. TIT mean there is & 
good deal of pessimism around. 
If the world were to be blown 
up. I mean that I could even 
enjoy the spectacle—though 1 
wouldn't be able to write about 
it.” 

Following his war service he 
worked on his first novel, in Tl- 
linols. after Lowney Handy, a 
housewife, and her husband 
“adopted” him and encouraged 
hum to write. 

In Writers’ Colony 

After the triumph of “From 
Here to Evernity.” Mr. Jones Hved 
in a writers’ colony that Mrs. 
Handy founded and that he heJp- 
ed to support. Then he moved 
into an $85,000 four-room bache~ 
lor house in Marshall, TL, filled 
with a collection of rifles, pistols, 
French-made toy soldiers, Bowie 
knives. Meissen figurines and sev- 
eral dozen chess sets. 

His second novel, "Some Came 
Running.” was published im 1958. 
It was 300.000 words longer than 
the 861-page “From Here to 
Eternity.” Mr. Jones told the 
story of nine people in a small 
Illinois town who were “running 
for eternity.” The contrast be- 
tween the hard-living Army 
characters of his first novel and 
the beer-swilling civilians of the 
new work failed to please the 
critics. who asserted that the au- 
thor had taken on a theme be- 
yond his reach. 

Mr. Jones continued to write 
novels with both war backgrounds 
and contemporary themes. The 
former appeared to his reading 
public realistic and authentic;

the latter seemed to have been 
written by another person, ac- 
cording to the erltical fraternity, 

Mr. Jones and his wife, Gloria, 
moved in 1958 to Paris, where 
they became part of a new ex- 
patriate group of writers. He 
said: “Parts has became our 
home. I wouldn't live anywhere 
else.” 

But in 1975, Mr. Jones, his wife 
and their two children moved 
to Sagaponack, on the eastern 
end of Long Island. He explain- 
ed: “It's so beautiful out here. 
I'm getting older. I've still got 
a lot to do, and X got the feeling 
that the only real cultural excite- 
ment is happening im the U.S.”

Mr. Presiar is the Concorde 
project leader for the Washing- 
ton firm of DGA Internstional, 
which is coordinating the lob- 
bying and research effort for the 
French. 

‘While France has spent lavishly 
for public relations, lobbying and 
legal aid, the British have taken 
a@ different approach in efforts 
to keep the joint $3-billion Con- 
corde project alive—utilizing dip- 
Jomats and in-house experts from 
their embassy, consulate and 
commercial enterprises. 

The Concorde is already Jand- 
ing at Dulles National Airport in 
Virginia on a trial basis, but 
Similar landings at Kennedy here 
in New York have been held up 
by the Port Authority, the re- 
gional body that also owns and 
operates La Guardia and Newark 
Airports. 


‘Day-to-Day Work 
‘While the Concorde owners’ 


campaign has featured the activi~ 


ties of such well-known political 
figures as Mr, Goodell and Mr, 
Aurelio, the major day-to-day 
work is being done by 3 cadre of 
attorneys and public-relations 
men whose names are less famil~ 
jar to the public. 

John Reilly, for example, is a 
Washington atiorney who since 
the 19805 bas been close friend 
of Gov. Hugh Carey of New 
York. Mr. Reilly, a former mem- 
ber of the Federal Trade Com- 


secretary said that Mr, 
Reilly had twice visited the gov- 
ernor to discuss Concorde mat- 


Another Concorde lobbyist is 
William Reynolds, a public-rela- 
tions man and lobbyist from 


powerful figure in the Senate for 
many years. 

Mr. Reynolds was paid almost 
514,000 for six. months’ work on 
the Concorde, contacting 28 sen- 
ators and representatives, iuclud- 
ing House Speaker Cayl Albert, 
former Vice-President Hubert 
Humphrey, now a Democratic 
senator from Minnesota, atid Sen. 
James Exstland, D-Miss. 

Another lesser-known but in- 
Tluential lobbyist for the Con 
corde is Donald Agger, a former 
assistant secretary of transporte- 
tion, Mr. Agger is president of 
DGA International, which has 
been paid an estimated $2 million 
for its efforts on behalf of the 
Concorde. Former Sen. Goodell 
js board chairman of DGA. 

Another member of the Con- 
corde team is Eugene Rossides, 
a former assistant secretary of 
the Treasury—now a partner in 
the Jaw firm of Rogers & Wells, 
one of whose senior members is 
former Secretary of State Rogers. 
The firm has earned more than 
$700,000 since 1975, representing 
Air France in the dispute. 

The Edelman International 
Corp., the Washington-based sub= 
sidiary of Daniel J. Edelman Inc., 
a large Chicago public-relations 
firm, has also played a major lob- 
bying role. 

John Meek, the subsidiary’s 
president, said he met with Car- 
ter carypaign assistant Stuart Ei- 
zenstat during the 1976 presi- 
dential campaign to “present the 
case for the Concorde.” Mr. 
Eizenstat is now assistant to the 
President for domestic affairs 
and policy, In addition, Mr. 
Meek contacted dozens of sen~ 
ators, representatives and con~ 
gressional staff members and 
discussed, the Concorde with 2 
Ford White House staff secretary, 
Karen Nordstrom. 

Since mid-1975, Edelman In- 
ternational bas received about 
$230,000 in fees and expenses for 
its efforts. 

The British are represented by 
two legal firms—Covington & 
Burling and Ruckelshaus, Bever- 
idge, Fairbanks & Diamond. One 
informed estimate of the legal 
fees paid so far to Covington & 
Burling is $100,000.

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A Failure of Democracy 


Pertunately. the strike for majority rule 
feems to have failed in Northern Ireland. 
Fortunately—because majority rule in Brit- 
ain’s unbappiest province does not mean 
‘what it might mean in other places. The 
Protestant majority votes as a bloc and. 
whenever given the opportunity, has used 
its power io discriminate against the Cath- 
cic minority. The purpose of the failed 
sizike last week was to reestablish this 
highiy peculiar local version of democracy. 

The Northern Irish case is a reminder of 
the conditions essential to democratic self- 
government. It doesn’t work well everty- 
where, It's a vulnerable enterprise and 
takes a jot of tending. In India. for example, 
the British Constitution only produced a 
loose and tolerant one-party system—until 
Mrs, Gandhi made it temporarily less toler- 
ant and created an opposition by throwing 
politicians into jail. In Canada, national 
democracy is ewrrently jeopardized by the 
rising quarrel over Janguages. In Ulster, the 
menace is the endless guerrilia warfare be- 
tween two conuuunities whose differences. 
despite the labels, have very little to do 
with religion Both sides have long since 
embraced terrorism and motilation as legit- 
imate tactics of politics. 

There was 8. time, some years ago, when 
3t seemed that the British government might 
work out a compromise. But the enmities 
have proved too hard and bitter, An exper- 
tment in sharing power was destroyed in 
1974 by a massive strike organized by some 
of the Protestants. It was that triumph that 
jast week's effort attempted to repeat. But

Congress is considering, somewhat incon- 
sistently, organizational surgery on U.S. in- 
ternational radio stations.

The 
paramilitary organizations are expanding 
into common criminality, Gangs of young 
men increasingly prey on frightened neigh- 
borhoods, extorting money for protection 
and various causes—mainly their own pock~ 
ets. There is also the steady trickle of 
emigration. As you might expect, the people 
who leave tend to be the best educated and 
the least wedded to crippling traditions. The 
longer the violence and the political stale- 
mate continue, the more impoverished 
Northern Ireland becomes.

To Stop Exit of Art Abroad 


R=. May 10 (AP).—Italy is 

getting tough in an effort - 
to keep its priceless art. patrimo- 
ny at home, signaling the end of 
easy and at times clandestine ear 
of paintings and other artistic 
treasures. 


Florence authorities yesterday 
blocked s& major auction of paint- 
ings, furniture and other art ob- 
Jeets, claiming that the saie 
planned by Sotheby Parke Bernet 
threatened Italy's art patrimony. 
‘The international auction house 
had billed the sale its “most im- 
portant” in the Renaissance city. 

Acting on complaints from the 
city's Communist mayor, Giorgio 
Gabbuggiani, and an array of 
art experts, the police declared 
the items on auction as an ine 
tegral part of the national art 
domain and therefore prohibited 
from sale, 

“They' were trying to sell 
Italy," said Rodolfo Siviero, 
whose office is responsible for 
§uereing the country's art patri- 
w “It was a part of our 


‘It Must Finish" 

Mr. Siviero also said sn an in- 
terview that the Florence crack- 
down meant the beginning of a 
Strict policy on preventing the 
flight of art objects. “It must 
finish," he said referring to the 
ease with which noted Renais- 
Sance and other paintings often 
found ther way to other lands, 
particularly to Switzerland, West 
Germany and Britain. 

The auction house did not com- 
ment. Before the auction was 
Dlocked, it bad said the sele 
could fetch as much as 806 mil- 
lion lire ($886,000). It had put 
8 total of 1,000 items on sale from 
the i6th-century Serristori Palace 
on the banks of the Arno near 
Ponte Vecchio, Included was a 
15th-century painting by Mariot- 
to di Nardo, portraying the Virgin 
Mary and the Christ child 

The Serristori family was said 
to have put up the objects for 
sale because of heavy inheritance 


taxes and the high cost of main~ 
taining art works. 


Experts say stolen art objects 
number about 6,000 a year. They 
estimate that over 50,000 art 
works have been stolen—but not 
all smuggled abroad—in the last 
30 years, with their value put at 
over $400 million. 


A spokesman for the Ministry 
of Culture and Art said a Special 
commission is completing work 
on a plan to equip museums, 
mam churches and archaeoicgical 
sites with electronic alarm sys- 
tems. The government also 15 
gtadually inereasing the number 
of guards at historic sites.

Everyons knows the Guinness 
book. It is getting more 
famous than the stout, Launch- 
ed in 1954 with an edition of 
187,000 coptes, it is now right 
up there with the Bible, having 
Sold = total of 30 million copies. 

Founded when the brewery 
director Sir Hugh Beaver shot 
at a golden plover one day 
while hunting and missed—and 
fell to wondering if it.was the 
fastest bird in the world—the 
Guinness book rapidly became 
an institution in the hands of 
those gifted twins Ross and 
Norris McWhirter. Foss was 
murdered in 1975 by Irish gun- 
moen. but his twin carries on. 
With a staff of 20, including 
only about six editors, he com-

volume every year.
